TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1967  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough. 

The  following  are  the  principal  facts  in  the  general  vital  statistics 
for  the  year: — 

Population:  The  estimated  population  for  Heywood  during  1967 
is  30,400. 

Births:  The  Live  Birth  Rate  for  1967  was  18.2  per  1,000  estimated 
population.  This  is  .7  more  compared  with  last  year,  the  actual 
number  of  births  being  19  more  than  in  1966.  It  is  also  .9  less 
than  the  average  for  the  last  five  years. 

In  addition  to  the  552  live  births  there  were  13  stillbirths, 
giving  a rate  of  23  per  1 ,000  total  births. 

Deaths:  The  Death  Rate  for  1967  was  11.8  per  1,000  estimated 
population  which  is  .3  less  than  the  average  for  the  last  five 
years. 

Infant  Mortality  for  1967  was  22.0  per  1,000  live  births,  being 
2.3  more  than  the  average  for  the  last  five  years.  Of  the  12  infant 
deaths,  9 occurred  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  There  were  no 
Maternal  deaths. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  was  recorded, 
70  being  attributed  to  that  cause  compared  to  the  1966  figure  of 
56.  Of  the  70  deaths,  16  persons  died  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung 
or  Bronchus,  6 more  than  last  year.  Of  the  total  deaths  57  were 
people  aged  55  years  and  over.  The  death  rate  was  2.30  per 
1,000  estimated  population. 

I wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  assisted  in  the  compilation 
of  this  Report,  to  the  Staff  of  the  Department  and  to  the  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  their  kind  support.

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  infected  materials  arising  from  notifiable  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Staff. 
Tubercular-infected  houses  are  disinfected  and  Elementary  Schools, 
where  any  possibility  of  infection  exists,  are  fumigated  or  sprayed 
with  liquid  disinfectant.  All  books  belonging  to  the  Public  Library 
which  have  been  exposed  to  infection  are  treated  before  returning  to 
shelves  for  circulation.

A decrease  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  compared  with  the 
1966  figure  of  12  cases  (all  Pulmonary)  is  noted.  In  addition,  1 case 
was  transferred  to  Heywood  under  the  Manchester  Corporation  re- 
housing scheme.

Three  District  Nurses, 
two  State  Enrolled  Nurses  and  one  Nursing  Auxiliary  work  in  the 
town  and  attend  evening  sessions  for  surgical  dressings  and  in- 
jections at  the  Taylor  Street  Clinic.  All  appointments  are  made  by 
the  County  Council.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  is  supplied  by  the  Heywood 
and  Middleton  Water  Board.  It  is  derived  from  moorland  surface 
gathering  grounds,  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs  and  treated  by 
pressure  filtration  and  chlorination  before  entering  supply  mains. 
As  a safeguard  against  plumbo  solvent  action  chalk  and  or  lime  is 
added  during  filtration.  The  supply  is  sufficient  and  constant  and  a 
direct  piped  supply  is  maintained  in  10,767  houses.  No  dwelling- 
house  is  supplied  by  means  of  a stand  pipe. 

A total  of  693  samples  of  water  were  the  subject  of  either 
chemical,  bacteriological,  lead,  radioactive  or  fluoridation  exam- 
inations. Messrs.  Melling  and  Arden,  Analytical  Chemists,  were 
responsible  for  the  examination  of  all  the  above  samples  taken  by 
the  Water  Board. 

Samples  from  Reservoirs.  It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  the 
organic  quality  and  colour  of  the  waters  are  satisfactory.  The  bact- 
eriological quality  has  in  general  been  of  a very  satisfactory  standard, 
although  on  a few  occasions  coliform  organisms  have  been  present 
in  the  water.  Samples  examined  for  natural  fluoride  content  were 
in  the  range  of  0.2  - 0.3  parts  per  million. 

Samples  from  Distribution  Areas.  The  bacteriological  quality 
of  the  service  waters  is  extremely  satisfactory.  The  chemical  con- 
dition has  been  very  satisfactory  although  as  usual  they  have  been 
slightly  on  the  acid  side  of  neutrality.  In  general  the  appearance  and 
clarity  of  the  waters  have  been  good  and  the  lead  content  of  no 
consequence.  Samples  examined  for  artificial  radioactivity  can  be 
classed  as  satisfactory  and  in  keeping  with  both  the  National  and 
Regional  levels. 

Private  Water  Supplies.  13  samples  of  raw  water  were  sub- 
jected to  bacteriological  examination  of  which  4 were  satisfactory 
and  9 unsatisfactory.  All  users  of  the  latter  supplies  were  notified 
accordingly. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  water  supply  and  sanitary  condition  of  public  elementary 
schools  is  satisfactory.  No  instance  of  school  closure,  for  the  pre- 
vention of  spread  of  infectious  disease  was  necessary  during  the 
year. 
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Closet  Accommodation. 

The  following  table  gives  the  accurate  number  of  all  types  of 
closets  in  the  Borough,  together  with  the  conversions  from  the 
conservancy  system  to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system  for  the  past 
ten  years.

A long  term  policy  is  in  operation  whereby  Owners  of  property 
are  offered  a grant  of  £15  for  the  conversion  of  either  Waste  Water 
or  Pail  Closets.  During  the  year  16  Tippler  Waste  Water  Closets 
have  been  converted. 

Public  Cleansing. 

House  refuse  is  deposited  by  householders  in  the  10,862  move- 
able  ashbins  which  are  now  in  existence.  Refuse  from  premises 
other  than  houses  is  collected  from  the  693  movable  ashbins  and 
collection  of  all  refuse  and  nightsoil  is  carried  out  weekly. 

The  number  of  houses  at  which  movable  ashbins  have  been 
provided  during  the  year  is  611. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  dealt  with  at  the  Destructor  Works,  where 
it  is  screened  and  burnt. 
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In  an  attempt  to  prevent  unsightly  tipping  the  Department 
operates  a free  service  of  removal  of  house  hold  furniture  and  effects. 
During  the  year  767  collections  of  this  nature  were  made  throughout 
the  District. 

As  a result  of  procedure  established  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Lancashire  Constabulary  and  a local  Scrap  Metal  Dealer,  74 
abandoned  motor  vehicles  have  been  removed  from  various  locations 
within  the  Borough  during  the  year.  A free  service  of  removal  is 
offered  to  the  owners  of  old  vehicles  to  prevent  future  repetition  of 
this  nuisance. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  Public  Baths  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  consists  of 
a swimming  bath  (25  x 10  yards)  and  15  slipper  baths  (10  for  men  5 
for  women)  the  latter  being  fairly  modern  and  in  good  condition. 

The  water  used  for  filling  is  from  the  Heywood  and  Middleton 
Water  Board  supply  which  is  treated  by  filtration,  sterilisation  and 
aeration.  A complete  turnover  of  water  is  accomplished  every  3^ 
hours.  During  the  year  4 chemical  tests  were  taken  daily,  as  well  as 
four  full  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations,  all  of  which 
were  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  privately  owned  swimming  bath  or  pool  in  the 
Borough.

No  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  the  year.  There  has, 
however,  been  a steady  reduction  in  smoke  emission  from  factory 
chimneys,  probably  due  to  the  “prior  approval”  now  required  for 
new  installations  as  well  as  previous  efforts  of  the  department. 
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Smoke  Control  Areas. 

Survey  work  in  connection  with  the  proposed  Smoke  Control 
Area  No.  8 was  completed  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  the 
year.  Confirmation  of  the  No.  7A  and  8 areas,  to  operate  from 
specified  dates  in  1968,  was  received. 

Smoke  Control  Area  No.  8 comprises  393  acres  and  is  bounded 
on  the  northerly  side  by  the  centre  line  of  York  Street  from  its 
junction  with  Hartley  Street  to  its  junction  with  Rochdale  Pvoad 
East,  then  by  the  centre  line  of  Rochdale  Road  East  in  an  easterly 
direction  to  the  Borough  Boundary  ; on  the  easterly  side  by  the 
Borough  Boundary  from  its  junction  with  the  Rochdale  Road  East 
to  the  point  at  which  it  turns  in  a south-easterly  direction  immedi- 
ately to  the  south  of  Hope  Street  ; on  the  southerly  side  by  a line 
taken  from  that  point  of  the  Borough  Boundary  previously  de- 
scribed to  Hope  Street,  then  by  the  centre  line  of  Hope  Street  in  a 
westerly  direction  to  Lane  End,  then  by  the  centre  line  of  Lane  End 
and  the  centre  line  of  Sycamore  Avenue  to  the  junction  of  Sycamore 
Avenue  and  Middleton  Road  ; on  the  westerly  side  by  the  centre 
line  of  Middleton  Road  from  its  junction  with  Sycamore  Avenue  to 
its  junction  with  Manchester  Road  then  by  the  centre  line  of  Man- 
chester Road  in  a northerly  direction,  continuing  in  a northerly 
direction  by  the  centre  line  of  Manchester  Street  and  the  centre  line 
of  Church  Street  to  the  junction  of  Church  Street  and  Hartley 
Street  and  then  by  the  centre  line  of  Hartley  Street  to  its  junction 
with  York  Street.

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Sewage  Works 

During  the  year  1967,  1,172  million  gallons  of  sewage  and  trade 
waste  have  been  fully  treated  at  the  Botany  Sewage  Works.  The 
highest  daily  flow  was  recorded  in  October  when  4\  million 
gallons  was  fully  treated  and  a similar  amount  of  storm  water  passed 
through  the  storm  water  tanks.  The  rainfall  recorded  at  the  Works 
for  this  day  was  1.76  inches.  The  sewage  has  been  strong  in 
character  due  to  the  trade  waste  discharged  from  a Tannery,  Dyeing 
and  Bleaching  Works,  Paper  Mill  etc. 

Storm  water  above  three  times  the  normal  dry  weather  flow  and 
up  to  six  times  that  amount  has  been  separately  treated  in  the  storm 
water  tanks. 

348  tons  of  material  have  been  dredged  from  the  Detritus  Tank, 
7,660  tons  of  sludge  removed  from  the  Precipitation  Tanks 
and  Final  Settlement  Tanks.  All  of  this  has  been  disposed  of  on  the 
ash  banked  drying  beds  situated  on  the  adjacent  Destructor  Works  tip. 

Treatment  at  the  Botany  Works  consists  of  sedimentation 
biological  filtration  and  final  settlement,  some  chemical  precipi- 
tation is  carried  out.  The  Works  consists  of  Detritus  Tank,  Comm- 
inutors,  Storm  Water  Overflows  and  Tanks,  Flow  Recorder,  Flow 
Distributor  Chambers,  Sedimentation  Tanks,  Filtration  Plant, 
Final  Settling  Tanks,  Electrical  and  Diesel  Pumping  Plant,  Air 
Compressor  and  Ejector  etc. 

A steady  increase  in  the  flow  is  occurring  due  to  housing 
development  and  the  intake  of  industrial  waste. 

Sewage  from  the  Heap  Bridge  area  has  been  separately  treated 
at  the  small  land  filtration  plant  at  Heap  Bridge,  the  estimated  flow 
being  24  million  gallons.  The  plant  is  very  old  and  arrangements  are 
in  hand  for  the  Works  to  be  closed  and  the  sewage  pumped  to  the 
Bury  sewers. 

Considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced  due  to  trespass, 
damage,  several  burglaries  and  the  discharge  of  fire-arms. 
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Destructor  Works. 

7,010  tons  of  household  and  shop  refuse  have  been  dealt  with 
at  the  Destructor  Works  by  a process  of  separation,  incineration  and 
residual  tipping. 

A further  1,548  loads  of  refuse  from  the  various  industries  in  the 
town,  estimated  at  4,200  tons,  have  been  disposed  of  on  the  tip. 

Salvage  operations  have  continued,  the  main  items  being  ferrous 
and  non-ferrous  metals,  waste  paper  and  textiles.  19,461  tons  of  ash 
have  been  recovered  from  the  tip  and  sold. 

The  Works  now  consist  of  two  Receiving  Hoppers  with  Housing, 
Refuse  Elevator,  Rotary  Screen  and  Housing,  Tailings  Conveyor, 
Picking  Belt,  Electro-Magnetic  Metal  Extractor,  two  cell  Incine- 
rator, Stoking  Conveyor  and  Fan  Draught,  Dust  Extractors,  Water 
Seal  Dust  Trap,  Metal  Baler,  Paper  Baler,  Electric  Motors  etc. 

Some  trouble  has  been  experienced  from  trespass,  damage  and 
the  discharge  of  fire-arms.
